ON EASTER EVE.

0ld Ritea and Ceromonies Delonging to
This Time.

The day before Easter is sometimes
called Holy Saturday, and there arve
numerous rites and ceremonies belong-
ing to it, some of them practiced at the
present day. On the evening of this
day, in the middle districts of lreland,
great preparations are made for the
finishing of Lent, and the ushering in
of the glad Eostertide. On that night
the good cotter's wife puts into the pot
many & fat fowl or special piece of
bacon, which no one dares so much ns
to taste by putting foger in the pot
until the cock erows on Euster morning.

At midnight may be heard the wild
clapping of hunds und the joyous laugh
of the light-hearted Irish people, and
above all rises the shout: “*Out with the
Lent.” Jollity and merry-making
prevail for an hour or two, when they
go to rest and sleep till four o'clock,
then nrise to see the sun dance in honor

of the Hesnrrection. Nor is this su-
perstition by sny means confined
to the bumbler eclosses, but is

scrupulously observed by many people
of high birth and great wealth, some
of them asserting positively that they
have literally seen the sun dance on
Easter morning.

Sir John Suckling, in his ballad upon
o wedding, slludes to this superstition:
“But, ob, she dances such » way!

No sun upon as Easter day ls hall so fine &

slghe ™

Another custom attached to this sea-
son was the putting out of the fires in
all the churches and kindling them
nnew from flint, blessiog the wax for
the Euster tapers and other customs.
A translation of Googe's from the
Naogeorgus deseribes the superstition
us to the rekindling of the fires:

place,

WASHINGTON TALK

The Reasnns for an Extra Session
of Congress Have Disappeared.

THE INCOME TAX DECISION,
A Story That the ﬂnpre;;ourt Had Voted
the Income Tas Unconstitutional—
An Ineremse In the Natlonsl
Dunk Clreulation.

Wasmxarox, April 6.—The talk of
an extrn session of congress has nl-
maost totally subsided, and the turface
Indieations which a short time ago
seemed to point to possible nssombling
of the Fifty-fourth econgress before
next December have disappeared. The
trensury officinly profess to bo confi-
dent of the ability of the government
to et along without farther legisla-
tion, their confilence being based
upon the apparent safety of the gold
reserve, under the aereement with the
syndicate with which the last bond
denl wasx made. Nearly o month's
trinl of the conditions under which
thut deal was effected has proven, it is
thonght, that if the syndicnte contin-
ues to play fale there nead be no fur-
ther apprehension of ralds upon the
gold reserve.

The probability of a heary defielt in
the revenues with consequent necessity
for remedial legisintion is declarad to
be unlikely, and thus another possible
cnuse for an extra session has been re-
moved, ‘T'his shortage in the revennes
was regnrded as the most imminent
ciause for a probable extra session, and
there are those whn think that the
mennee has not been entirely removed,
but that the treasury will find ltself
hard pushed for cnash before the sum-
mer s past.

Politieinns say that President Cleve-
land is very much relieved to have con-
gross off his hands, and that he would
regard the necessity for an extra ses-
sion as a politieal misfortune nt this
time, and would postpone ealling one
till the last minute for that reason.

The Inemne Tax Decinlon.

Wasmxarox, April 6. —Another story
about the suprems court and the in-
come tux was in eirculation among the
stock exchanges yesterday, It was
that the supreme counrt had reached a
decision by a vote of five to three to
report the income tax unconstitutional,
and had so informed the president.
Whatever the decision may be, it is evi-
dent that the justices are having a
good deal of trouble over the questions
raised. If the court had been clearly
for the law, the decision would have
been delivered very promptly. There
was every reason for prompt sction if
the law was to be sustained, The de-
lay may beexplained easily if the court
is against the law. The treasury con-
ditions sare improving every day and
will be better able to stand the shoek
of the loss of this anticipated revenue
by the postponement of the snnounce-

ment.
National Bank Clronlation,

Wasmisatox, April & —A striking in-
crense in the secared clreulation of the
national banks has taken place during
March as one of the results of the new
issue of bonds and the greater netivity
in the money market. ‘The circulation
secared by bond deposits has inereased
from $170,495,062 on Febroary 28 to
§170,547,383 on Mareh 80. This s an
incrense of 53,302,321 and wipes out
more than two-thirds of the decrense
in secured circulation within the past
vear., The net decrease since March
31, 1804, is reduced to 81,724,008,

Che Sliver Market Acting Rather Queeriy—
Japan Likely to e s Meavy Buyer of Sil.

BSince the high water market
of Monday, when the white metal
reached 881, there has heen n reaction-
ary movement, earrying the price down
steadily at the rate of 1 per cent. a day.

While no definite advices have come
to hand it is regarded as certain here
that Japun will be s heavy buyer of
siiver in the next few months The
Japanese government, since the begin-
ning of the war with China, has bor-
rowed 125,000,000 from the Japanese
prople. 'This loan was effected on s
silver basis snd Japan will, no doubt,
repsy in silver. Jupas will need some-
thing like 200,000,000 ounces of silver
to make settlements.
